The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: U.S. Patent 6153428, issued November 
28, 2000, claims porcine cells comprising a disruption of the a-l,3-galactosyltransferase 
gene (see claims 1-5).
